The foregoing order and instruc-
tions are issued at the request of the
War Department and in pursuance of
an order of that Department dated
March 26, 1918, which provides as
follows: J

“In future shipments of any arti-
cles to members of the American
Expeditfonary Forces abroad will be|
I'mited to those articles which have
been requested by the individual to
whom same are to be shipped, such
request having been approved by his
regimental or higher commander.
Parcel-post shipments will be accept-
ed by the Post Office authorities and
other shipments by express or freight
companies only upon presentation of
the above approved request in each
individual case.”

The Post Ofice Department belleves
that this action is prompted by mill-|
tary necessities and that the public
will cheerfully acquiesce in it. Post-
masters are hereby instructed to en-
force it rigidly.
